SO-CALLED  DOLLARS 

At  long  last  the  so-called  dollars 
are  beginning  to  come  out  of  the 
doldrums.  They  initially  fell  into 
disrepute  because  of  the  highly 
unrealistic  price  structure  of  the 
HK  book.  However,  the  historical 
nature  of  many  of  these  pieces  have 
overcome  this  handicap  and  many  of 
the  better  tokens  now  sell  for  50% 
or  more  of  catalog.  Generally,  the 
run  of  the  mill  so-called  dollar  sells 
for  between  20-35%  of  list  value. 
World's  Fair  S-  Exposition  pieces  in 
addition  to  other  items  that  fall 

into  specialized  topical  areas 
usually  bring  slightly  more.

PRESIDENTIAL  MINT  MEDALS 

Most  medal  collectors  are 
aware  of  the  Presidential 
medals  currently  produced 
by  the  Mint  in  a golden 
bronze  finish.  However, many 
are  not  aware  that  these  very 
same  medals  were  also  produced 
by  the  Mint  in  a much  deeper 
chocolate  or  mahoguny  bronze 
color, an  enormously  more  att- 
ractive finish.  The  following 
10  medals  are  of  this  earlier 
finish  and  date,  at  the  latest, 
around  the  very  early  1900s. 

Obvs  show  the  name  and  bust  of 
the  President.  Revs. give  the 
date(s)  of  Inauguration  and 
date  of  death  if  the  President 
died  in  office.  These  medals 
are  important  and  relatively 
scarce  and  present  the  inaug- 
ural collector  with  a display 
item  where  no  official  medal  is 
avai lable.Al 1 medals  are  75mm

The  market  for  tokens  and 
medals  looks  quite  encour- 
aging. We  had  very  few  idle 
)moments  at  our  ANA  table  as 
it  was  constantly  crowded 
with  token  and  medal  coll- 
ectors. Our  major  show  sales 
also  reflect  this  increased 
i nte  rest . 

We  look  forward  to  a big 
increase  in  the  prices  of 
better  CWT  material.  Thd 
market  has  finally  absorbed 
the  material  from  several 
large  collections  which  came 
out  all  at  one  time.  No 
longer  does  one  see  large 
numbers  of  off-metal  patriotics 
priced  in  the  $10-15  range. 

The  rare  storecards  also 
seem  to  be  reaching  new  heights. 
We  recently  sold  a Hagerstown, 
Md.CWT  for  $250,001 

We  are  looking  forward  with  great 


in  the  political  Americana 
field.  It  has  always  been  my 
feeling  that  political  campaign 
tokens  are  terribly  underpriced 
in  relation  to  their  scarcity 
and  historical  importance.lt 
is  unfortunate  that  the  DeWitt 
book  is  out  of  print,  and, even 
when  you  can  find  one,  is  bo 
expensive.  I am  convinced  that 
when  a moderately  priced  book 
on  the  order  of  DeWitt  is  avail- 
able to  the  public,  the  prices 
in  this  field  will  skyrocket. 

PCAC  will  be  moving  to  new 
headquarters  - hopefully  sometime 
in  January  1974.  We  haven't 
found  our  new  location  yet,  but 
we  are  looking  for  much  larger 
space  in  order  to  accomodate  our 
growing  Antique  and  Numismatic 
stock. 

The  decision  to  start  charging 
for  our  auctions  was  one  taken 
with  a great  deal  of  thought. 

The  size  of  our  mailing  list  has 
grown  like  topsy  and  has  defied 
our  efforts  to  intelligently 
reduce  it.  Basically,  we  figure 
that  only  those  collectors  who 
have  marginal  interest  in  our 
auctions  will  balk  at  the  sub- 
scription price  and  these  are 
exactly  the  people  who  we  want 
to  remove  from  our  lists.  We 
have  tried  to  "soften  the  blow" 
by  making  our  prices  realized 
available  without  charge  to 
subscribers.  The  PRs  will  be 
sent  out  about  3-4  weeks  after 
the  auction  is  over. 

We  periodically  get  questions 
concerning  our  policy  about 
reduction  of  bids. To  begin  with, 
ours  is  not  a "without  reserve" 
auction  - we  always  reserve  the 
right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids. 
We  operate  on  the  rule  of  thumb 
that  we  will  not  reduce  a bid 
below  a figure  where  we  would 
buy  it  ourselves  for  stock.  To  my 
knowledge,  this  rule  is  followed 
by  most  of  the  mail-bid  auction- 
eers of  exonumia.  Some  auctioneers 
by  the  way,  don't  reduce  bids  in 
any  event.  If  the  above  makes 
you  uncomfortable,  my  suggestion 
is, in  any  event,  not  to  bid  more 
than  you  are  willing  to  pay.

I attended  the  recent  Shulman  Auction 
in  New  York  and  was  badly  disappointed. 

The  catalogue  grossly  overestimated  many 
rather  common  items  and  the  auctioneers 
lumped  together  many  rare  and  desirable 
pieces  in  large  lots.  I went  there 
expecting  to  steal  these  lots  and  was 
promptly  met  by  a room  full  of  other 
treasure  hunters.  Needless  to  say,  I 
walked  out  somewhat  empty  handed  except 
for  a few  lots  purchased  as  agent  for 
some  clients.  Medal  lie  items  were 
especially  strong.  And  speaking  of  medals. 
For  those  of  you  who  don't  know  what  to 
do  with  $2*75-00,  we  offer  you  the  new 
reprint  of  Forrer's  8 vol . monument 
"Biographical  Dictionary  of  Medallists: 

The  serious  and  affluent  medal  collector 
can  hardly  afford  to  be  without  these 
volumes  which  list  coin, gem  6-  seal  engr- 
avers, mint  masters, etc.  ancient  and  modern 
with  references  to  their  works  500  BC  - 
1900  AD,  If  you  think  the  price  is  steep  - 
before  this  reprint,  one  could  hardly  obtain 
one  volume  of  this  work  for  $275*00!  Hurry, 
not  too  many  sets  left!!!
